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I:LI)EU  .Ml.LVIN  J.  BALL ARl). 

Ever  since  Adam  and  Eve  stood  before 
the  mortal  remains  of  their  son  Abel, 
who  was  the  first  man  of  record  to  die, 
the  world  has,  without  exception,  ex- 
perienced the  pains  and  anguish  of  death 
and  that  has  been  the  greatest  sorrow- 
that  has  aflhcted  mankind.  All  other 
distresses  sink  into  insignificance  in  the 
presence  of  the  great  sorrow,  death. 

It  has  been  the  hope  of  all  these  sorrow- 
ing, sulTering  human  beings  that  the  link 
that    had    been     broken     through    death 


might  be  welded  again;  that  the  loved 
ones  who  have  passed  might  be  permitted 
somewhere,  sometime  to  join  the  loving 
circle  cnce  more.  Early  in  the  history 
of  the  world,  God  sent  a  comfort  to 
his  sorrowing,  disappointed  children. 
Through  inspired  prophets  the  promise 
has  been  made  that  though  a  man  die 
he  shall  live  again. 

Ezekiel  saw  in  prophetic  vision  the 
valley  of  dry  bones  clothed  upon  with 
immortality.  Even  the  Egyptians  caught 
the  spirit  of  this  hope.  While  they  had 
no  definite  coiiception  of  the  resurrection, 
they  took  such  care  of  their  dead,  pre- 
served them  so  that  they  might  be  per- 
petuated through  the  ages,  that,  should 
the  s]nrit  return,  it  might  find  a  body, 
the  mortal  body,  still  waiting  the 
occupancy  of  the  spirit.  Nothing  could 
have  prompted  them  to  preserve  the 
human  body  other  than  the  hope  that 
the  spirit  could  come  back  again.  Jesus 
Christ  announced,  before  his  own  death, 
that  though  this  tabernacle,  his  body, 
were  destroyed,  in  three  days  it  would 
i-ise  again.  But  even  his  closest  associates 
hardly  understood  it.  They  had  known 
of  death  trium])hunt  ihrough  all  these 
ages.  Was  the  spell  to  be  broken?  And 
yet,  that  was  the  promise.  Its  fulfillment 
was  had  on  this  glorious  Easter  morning 
many  centuries  ago.  After  the  body  had 
been  in  the  tomb  a  portion  of  three  day.^ 
and  the  women  came  to  further  complete 
its  embalmment,  they  were  astonished  to 
find  the  grave  empty.  Let  me  read  the 
story   as   iMatthew  gives  it : 

.1.S'  Mnffhcic  (rives  It. 

'■  In  the  end  of  the  Sabbath,  as  it 
began  to  dawn  toward  the  first  day  of  the 
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week,  came  Mary  Magdalene  and  the 
other  Mary  to  see  the  sepulcher,  and  be- 
hold, there  was  a  great  earthquake,  for 
the  angel  of  the  Lord  descended  from 
heaven  and  came  and  rolled  back  the 
stone  from  the  door  and  sat  upon  it.  His 
countenance  was  like  lightning  and  his 
raiment  white  as  snow,  and  for  fear  of 
him  the  keepers  did  shake  and  became 
as  dead  men  and  the  angel  answered  and 
said  unto  the  women,  '  Fear  not  ye,  for 
I  know  that  ye  seek  Jesus  which  was 
crucified,  but  he  is  not  here,  for  he  is 
risen  as  he  said.  Come,  see  the  place 
where  the  Lord  lay,  and  go  quickly  and 
tell  his  disciples  that  he  is  risen  from 
the  dead.  Behold,  he  goeth  before  you 
into  Galilee :  there  shall  ye  see  him :  lo, 
I  have  told  you.'  " 

Then  follows  the  testimony  not  only 
of  these  women  but  of  Peter,  of  all  the 
twelve,  and  of  many  others  who  saw  him 
and  who  handled  him  and  bore  record 
that  he  was  a  reality;  but  doubting 
Thomas,  the  last  of  the  twelve  to  hive 
thi.s  witness,  declared  that  he  could  not 
believe  it  unless  with  his  own  eyes  he  £a'V 
him.  Then,  as  they  were  assembled,  the 
doors  being  closed,  suddenly  Jesus  ap- 
peared in  their  midst  and  invited  the 
doubting  Thomas  to  come  forward  and 
thrust  his  hand  into  the  side  where  the 
wound  had  been  made  and  feel  the  prints 
of  the  nails  in  his  hands.  Then  he 
declared,  "  My  Lord !  "  He  knew  it  was 
the  Christ  who  had  entered  this  room 
with  the  doors  closed,  and  yet  here  w"a> 
the  reality;  a  tangible  individual  whom 
mortal  men  could  handle  and  feel  and 
see  and  know  that  he  was  a  reality. 

In  Literal  Sense. 

Some  pi  of  ess  belief  in  a  resurrection, 
which  is  only  the  resurrection  of  the  spirit 
or  the  spirit  coming  up  out  of  the  body, 
perpetuated  and  living  eternally.  -Tlie 
Latter-day  Saints  accept  literally  this 
testimony  of  the  apostles  that  the  resur- 
rection of  Jesus  Christ  was  a  reality; 
that  he  was  as  tangible  after  his  death 
and  resurrection  as  he   was  before.      He 


invited  them  not  only  to  handle  him,  but 
to  demonslrate  that  he  Avas  yet  possessed 
of  all  the  powers  he  had  while  in  mortal- 
ity, he  ate  with  them  fish  and  honey- 
comb. So,  by  the  most  indisputable 
evidences  of  the  ear  and  of  the  eye  and 
of  the  hand,  three  of  the  faculties  by 
which  man  weighs  and  determines  the 
reality  of  things,  they  bear  witness  and 
testimony  that  he  was  a  reality.  His 
own  statement  to  them  was  when  they 
tJ:emselves  were  somewhat  sceptical  as  to 
whether  or  not  this  was  merely  the  spirit 
of  Christ;  he  assured  them  that  he  was 
more  than  a  spirit,  for  he  announced,  "  a 
spirit  hath  not  flesh  and  bones  as  ye  see 
me  have." 

Added  to  this  testimony  comes  the  wit- 
nesses of  another  continent.  Far  over 
on  this  western  world  lived  a  multitude 
of  people  to  whom  God  already  had 
spikcn  concerning  the  coming  of  his  Son, 
Jesus  Christ,  and  of  his  death  and  resur- 
rection. How  like  the  Christ,  for  if  he 
was  the  Christ,  he  knev/  who  was  living 
in  all  parts  of  this  Avorld  and  he  was  the 
saviour  of  all  men,  not  only  of  the  eastern 
hemisphere  but  on  the  western  hemisphere 
or  anywhere  else  where  human  beings 
were  living,  he  was  their  Saviour  and  he 
announced  to  his  disciples  when  he  was 
about  to  leave  them,  that  other  sheep  he 
bad  which  were  not  of  that  folc..  Them 
also  he  must  visit,  and  there  should  bo 
one  fold  and  one  shepherd.  Then  came 
at  his  crucifixion  those  terrible  con- 
vulsions of  nature  upon  this  western 
hemisphere,  when  the  earth  rocked;  cities 
were  swallowed  up;  darkness  was  u])on 
the  face  of  the  earth  and  terrible  destruc- 
tion everywhere.  Looking  upon  that 
scene  the  survivors  have  this  witness  to 
give  us.  T  am  reading  from  Third  Kephi, 
7th  Chapter : 

From  Third  Nephi. 

"  And  now  it  came  to  pass  that  there 
was  a  great  multitude  gathered  together, 
of  the  people  of  Nephi,  round  about  the 
temple  which  was  in  the  land  Bountiful ; 
and  thev  were  marveling  and  wondering 
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one  with  another  and  were  showing  one 
to  another  the  great  and  marvelous 
changes  which  had  taken  place. 

''  And  they  were  also  conversing  about 
this  Josus  Christ  of  whom  the  sign  had 
been  given  concerning  his  death. 

"  And  it  came  to  pass  that  while  they 
were  thus  conversing^  one  with  another, 
they  heard  a  voice  as  if  it  came  out  of 
heaven;  and  they  cast  their  eyes  round 
about,  for  they  understood  not  the  voice 
which  they  heard ;  and  it  was  not  a  harsh 
voice,  neither  was  it  a  loud  voice;  never- 
theless, and  notwithstanding  it  being  a 
small  voice  it  did  pierce  them  that  did 
hear  to  the  centre,  insomuch  that  there 
was  no  part  of  their  frame  that  it  did 
not  cause  to  quake;  yea,  it  did  pierce 
them  to  the  very  soul  and  did  cause  their 
hearts  to  burn. 

"And  it  came  to  pass  that  again  they 
heard  the  voice,  and  they  understood  it 
not. 

"  And  again  the  third  time  they  did 
hear  the  voice,  and  did  open  their  ears 
to  hear  it,  and  their  eyes  were  toward 
the  sound  thereof  and  they  did  look 
steadfastly  towards  heaven,  from  whence 
the  sound  came. 

''  And  behold,  the  third  time  they  did 
understand  the  voice  which  they  heard; 
and  it  said  unto  them : 

"  '  Behold  my  beloved  Son,  in  whom  I 
am     well     pleased,     in     whom     I     have 
glorified  my  name.     Hear  ye  him.' 
Out  of  Heaven. 

"  And  it  came  to  pass  as  they  under- 
stood they  cast  their  eyes  up  again 
towards  heaven ;  and  behold,  they  saw  r. 
man  descending  out  of  heaven ;  and  he 
was  clothed  in  a  white  robe;  and  he  came 
down  and  stood  in  the  midst  of  them; 
and  the  eyes  of  the  whole  multitude  were 
turned  upon  him,  and  they  durst  not  open 
their  mouths,  even  one  to  another,  and 
they  wist  not  whal  it  meant,  for  they 
thought  it  was  an  angel  that  had  appeared 
unto  them. 

"  And  it  came  to  pass  that  he  stretched 
forth  Ids  hand  and  spake  unto  the  people, 
sa  vinjr : 


"  '  P>eh()ld,  J  am  Jesus  Christ,  whom  the 
pro])hets  testified  shall  come  into  the 
world. 

"  '  And  behold,  I  am  the  light  and  the 
life  of  the  world;  and  I  have  drunk  out 
of  that  bitter  cup  which  the  Father  hath 
given  me,  and  have  glorified  the  Father 
in  taking  upon  me  the  sins  of  the  world, 
in  the  which  I  have  suffered  the  will  of 
the  Father  in  all  things  from  the 
beginning.' 

"  And  it  came  to  pass  that  when  Jesus 
had  spoken  these  words  the  whole  multi- 
tude fell  to  the  eaith;  for  they  remem- 
bered that  it  had  been  prophesied  among 
them  that  Christ  should  show  himself 
unto  them  after  his  ascension  into  heaven. 

■'  And  it  came  to  pass  that  the  Lord 
^.pake  unto  them  saying: 

"  '  Arise  and  come  forth  unto  me,  that 
ye  may  thrust  your  hands  into  my  side, 
and  also  that  ye  may  feel  the  prints  of 
the  nails  in  my  hands  and  in  my  feet, 
that  ye  may  know  that  I  am  the  God  of 
Israel  and  the  God  of  the  whole  earth, 
and  have  been  slain  for  the  sins  of  the 
u-orld.' 

"  And  it  came  to  pass  that  the  multi- 
tude went  forth  and  thrust  their  hands 
into  his  side,  and  did  feel  the  prints  o'f 
tlie  nails  in  his  hands  and  in  his  feet; 
and  this  they  did  do,  going  fcirth  one  by 
one  until  they  had  all  gone  forth,  and 
did  see  with  their  eyes  and  did  feel  with 
tlioir  hands  and  did  know  of  a  surety 
and  did  bear  record,  that  it  was  he  of 
whom  it  was  written  by  the  prophets, 
that  should  come 

"  And  when  they  had  all  gone  forth 
and  had  witnessed  for  themselves,  they 
did  cry  out  with  one  accord,  saying: 

'  Hosanna  !  Blessed  be  the  name  of  the 
Most  High  God!'  And  they  did  fall 
down  at  the  feet  of  Jesus  and  did  worship 
him." 

In    Tradition. 

Here  is  the  witness  of  a  nation  who 
saw  and  who  heard  not  only  one  vision, 
but  he  spent  three  glorious  days  with 
them,  miraculously  appearing  each 
morning  and  as  miraculously  disappear- 
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ing  at  night.  Their  witness  and  testi- 
mony lives.  It  is  in  the  tradition  of  all 
the  tribes  of  the  Indians  from  the  far 
south  to  the  far  north  that  their  fathers 
were  visited  by  a  fair  God  who  blessed 
them,  organised  his  Church  among  them 
and  promised  to  come  back  again.  That 
testimony  is  of  material  and  a  real 
resurrection,  not  merely  a  survival  of  the 
spirit,  but  the  union  of  the  spirit  with 
the  body. 

Some  may  ask  why  the  need  of  a  body. 
Why  not  be  f.atisfied  merely  with  the 
assurance  that  the  spirit  will  survive 
death?  The  greatest  blessing  that  oui 
Father  has  conferred  upon  us  is  the 
bestowal  of  a  mortal  body.  We  lived  ages 
before  we  ever  came  into  this  world 
spiritual  beings.  We  had  grown  to  the 
full  height  of  our  possibilities  in  that 
spirit  world,  and  when  it  was  announced 
that  a  world  was  prepared  whereon  we 
might  come  and  dwell  we  shouted  for  joy; 
joy  that  at  kvst,  like  those  who  had  pre- 
ceded us  on  other  worlds,  we  too  might 
have  the  privilege  of  mortality.  Taber- 
nacling in  the  flesh  brought  the  union  of 
spirit  and  body;  gave  us  the  opportunity 
and  privilege  of  feeling  what  we  had 
longed  to  know,  experience  with  material 
things  Without  the  physical  body  we 
never  could  have  known  the  thrill  of 
fatherhood       or       motherhood.  Our 

spirits  might  have  been  like  the 
soul  of  the  musician  on  fire 
with  divine  hit-rmonies  which  no 
one  else  could  feel  unless  he  had  the 
physical  human  voice  or  musical  instru- 
ment of  expression.  Give  him  now  these 
and  he  can  niake  others  feel  what  he 
feels. 

The  Completeness  of  Man. 

So  our  spirits  thrilled  with  desire  to 
feel  and  to  realise  the  lofty  and  holy 
anibitions  that  we  would  have  been  utterly 
unable  to  experience  without  the  physical 
body.  So  it  was  a  great  blessing  to  us 
to  have  this  physical  body  and  inasmuch 
as  we  confidently  believe  Christ's  word 
that  he  was  only  the  first  fruits  of  them 
that  slept,  that  through  him  shall   come 


to  pass  the  resurrection  of  all  men  and 
there  is  also  evidence  of  the  truthfulness 
of  that  statement  by  the  testimony  both 
upon  the  eastern  as  well  as  the  western 
hemisphere  of  the  graves  of  many  Saints 
being  opened  and  they  also  literally 
standing  forth  as  Ezekiel  saw  them  with 
innnortal  flesh  upon  their  immortal  bones, 
and  the  hope  that  we  shall  all  live  again, 
not  mere  spiritualities,  but  individualities 
clothed  upon  by  the  power  and  ability 
to  touch  by  reason  of  that  physical 
resurrected  body  all  material  things  and 
at  the  same  time  comprehend  all  spiritual 
things ;  the  union  of  spirit  and  body 
makes  for  the  completeness  of  man. 
Without  the  body  the  spirit  would  be 
limited  and  handicapped  and  would  only 
be  able  to  function  in  but  one  part  of 
the  Father's  kingdom,  and  our  distress 
would  be  great  if  we  did  not  have  restored 
to  us  the  physical  body  again. 

It  was  revealed  to  the  Prophet  Joseph 
Smith  that  even  the  spirits  of  the 
righteous,  Avhile  in  the  spirit  world, 
S':^parated  fi-om  their  bodies,  looked  upon 
the  absence  of  their  spirits  from  their 
bodies  as  a  bondage,  a  limitation  and  a 
crippling  and  they  longed  for  the  union 
of  the  body  with  the  spirit  again. 

As   a    Reality. 

The  resurrection  will  come  as  a  reality 
to  every  man  and  woman,  not  all  in  the 
same  order;  no.  For  the  scriptures 
plainly  inform  us  that  no  man  or  woman 
will  come  u])  in  the  res  irrection  until 
they  are  prepared,  and  their  work  ac- 
complished and  completed.  There  v/ill 
be  some  who  will  have  to  wait  until  the 
last  resurrection  or  until  the  conclusion 
of  earth-life  in  mortality  upon  this 
physical  world,  while  others  have  already 
come  forth.  Ever  since  the  grave  of 
Christ  was  opened  and  the  Saints  arose, 
undoubtedly  there  have  been  resurrections 
for  we  have  testimony  to  the  effect  that 
one  ^^-ho  livpd  four  hundred  years  after 
the  birth  of  Christ,  upon  this  American 
continent,  Moroni,  stood  before  Joseph 
Smith  a  resurrected  being.   I  believe  sin^e 
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the  ke}^  was  turned  and  the  door  opened, 
it  has  been  open  for  every  man  and 
woman  who  has  been  prepared  and  is 
worthy  of  that  resurrection,  and  shall 
so  remain,  though  there  will  be  periods 
of  group  resurrections.  At  the  coming 
of  Christ  the  graves  of  the  Saints  will 
be  opened,  multitudes  shall  arise  to  meet 
him  in  their  innnortal  state.  Then  at 
the  conclusion  of  the  millennial  reign, 
will  come  another  great  resurrection.  For 
all  men  and  women  the  resurrection  will 
bring  with  it  perfection. 

1  believe  there  are  no  defective  spirits ; 
physical  defects  that  afflict  humanity  are 
not  the  result  of  the  spirit  but  rather 
the  results  of  inheritance  from  our 
parents,  or  the  breaking  of  physical  law. 
It  is  because  of  this  that  deformities  have 
afflicted  the  children  of  men.  I  believe 
that  in  the  resurrection  we  shall  come 
forth  perfect.  Whether  it  shall  be 
instantly  at  that  resurrection,  or  after. 
I  am  not  able  to  say  definitely,  l)ut  I 
have  always  believed  that  the  cripple  will 
come  forth  straight  and  perfect;  that 
tlie  maimed  will  be  made  whole  and  that 
the  mentally  unbalanced  will  be  sane. 
Glorious  Perfection. 

I  cannot  conceive  of  a  glorious  resur- 
rection bringing  forth  the  maimed,  the 
crippled,  the  defective,  but  I  can  conceive 
of  it  bringing  forth  glorious  perfection 
physically,  so  that  there  shall  be  also 
preserved  the  identity  of  the  individual 
children  coming  forth  in  the  size  in  which 
their  bodies  were  laid  in  the  grave  with 
the  ability  to  grow  from  that  period  of 
their  infancy,  so  far  as  the  physical 
stature  is  concerned,  to  the  size  of  a  man 
and  a  vroman. 

Tlie  Lord  revealed  to  the  Prophet 
Joseph  Smith  that  they  all,  though  they 
come  forth  as  they  were  laid  downi,  shall 
come  to  the  perfection  of  manhood  and 
womanhood,  and  so  we  also  believe  that 
our  identity  shall  be  preserved  in  that 
resurrection. 

There  are  some  who  believe  that  in 
the  life  to  come  we  shall  be  as  angels  and 
not  know  each  other  and  that  that  is  a 


gl(u-ions  condition.  1  remember  hearing  a 
friend  Icll  of  a  dream  he  had  in  which  he 
thought  he  went  into  the  spirit  world 
and  was  put  in  the  position  of  knowing 
everyl)ody  but  no  one  knew  him.  He  met 
a  friend  whom  he  hailed  and  called  by 
luime  only  to  be  answered  with  total  in- 
difference, the  indifference  of  a  stranger. 
He  called  attention  to  the  boyhood 
experiences  he  had  had  with  his  chums 
he  met  in  the  spirit  world  but  he  could 
not  awaken  a  single  memory  among  any 
of  them.  Finally  he  saw  his  mother 
comin.g  and  he  said:  "Well  they  may 
all  forget  me  and  deny  me,  but  not  she 
who  gave  me  birth."  As  he  approached 
her  with  outstretched  arms  he  called : 
"  Mother,  I  am  so  glad  to  see  you.  They 
may  all  deny  me,  but  not  you."  She 
held  up  her  hands  and  said :  "  I  am  not 
your  mother.  I  don't  know  you.  I  don't 
remember  anything  about  you."  Then  he 
told  of  his  own  childhood,  his  sickness, 
when  she  cared  for  him;  when  he  was 
injured  she  bound  his  wounds;  when  he 
was  in  disgrace  she  comforted  him,  but 
all  these  awakened  no  memory  of  that  life 
that  was  gone.  Then  he  awakened  from 
his  dream  with  beads  of  perspiration  upon 
his  brow  and  said :  "  If  I  shall  not  know 
my  loved  ones  and  they  shall  not  know 
me,  it  will  not  be  heaven." 

In  Joyous  Companionship. 

It  is  not  only  designed  that  we  shall 
have  our  identity  preserved  and  have  the 
ability  to  recognise  each  other,  but  in 
that  i-esurrection  from  the  dead  shall  come 
the  restitution  of  all  the  knowledge  we 
have  gained  through  the  ages  of  time  we 
lived  in  the  spirit  world,  and  not  until 
we  receive  that  resurrected  body  will  that 
restitution  come  and  it  will  be  as  clear 
as  the  memory  of  but  yesterday ;  and  with 
it  will  come  the  longing  for  the  dear 
associations  of  our  mortal  existence.  God 
knew  that  and  not  only  provided 
that  we  should  have  an  eternity  of 
existence  but  existence  in  joyous  com- 
panionship with  each  other,  husband  and 
wife,  parent  and  child. 
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I  am  not  so  much  concerned  where 
that  other  life  will  he,  I  am  not  so 
concerned  whether  it  shall  have  its  streets 
paved  with  gold,  its  walls  set  in  diamonds 
and  jasper.  What  I  am  concerned  about 
is  that  it  shall  give  me  that  joy  of  seeing 
my  father  and  my  mother,  my  wife  and 
my  children,  my  dear  companions.  Give 
me  them  and  it  will  be  heaven.  Give  me 
the  gold  and  the  diamonds  and  the  glitter 
of  it  all,  without  my  loved  ones,  and  it 
will  not  be  heaven  to  me. 

So  God  has  not  only  provided  that 
we  shall  live  real  entities  but  that  we 
shall  live  in  the  continuation  of  our  dear 
associations  that  have  brought  more 
heaven  upon  earth  than  all  other 
experiences  combined  with  dear  relation- 
ships in  the  family  circle.  Thank  him 
for' such  a  future  prospect  and  that  the 
way,  the  means,  not  only  of  eternal 
existence  in  joy,  the  joy  of  the  association 
of  comrades,  loved  ones  is  planned; 
through  the  restoration  of  the  everlasting 
gospel  with  the  power  and  the  authority 
to  biiid  upon  earth  as  it  is  bound  in 
heaven  and  to  seal  as  it  is  sealed  to  remain 
forever  and  forever. 

The  Earth  Also. 
Yes,  there  is  a  place  designed  by  our 
Father  for  his  children.  We  need  not 
sing  "  The  Beautiful  Isle  of  Somewhere.'"' 
The  Lord  has  revealed  that  not  only  our 
bodies  shall  arise,  but  this  earth  also  shall 
pass  through  its  resurrection  when  it  has 
completed  its  great  mission  to  give  earth 
life  to  all  those  who  were  entitled  to  com? 
here,  and  their  number  was  fixed  and 
certain  from  the  very  beginning  and  ha^ 
not  been  altered  nor  modified.  Moses  saw 
them,  the  hosts  who  were  designed  to 
come  and  they  have  been  coming  and  will 
continue  to  come  until  they  have  all 
arrived  in  the  Lord's  own  way.  He  will 
terminate  mortal  existence  when  the 
earth  shall  have  finished  its  mission  and 
then  it  will  die,  and  like  a  vesture  it 
3hall  be  folded  and  be  consumed  with 
fervent  heat  and  pass  through  the  same 
change  that  mortal  bodies  pass  through 
and   then    it    shall    come    forth   glorious, 


suited  to  the  resurrected  condition  of 
those  who  have  dwelt  upon  it,  who  are 
worthy  of  celestial  glory. 

I  may  not  understand  all  the  processes 
by  which  the  body  that  is  buried  in  the 
ground  can  actually  come  forth,  or  the 
body  that  is  buried  in  the  sea  and 
devoured  by  the  fishes,  or  devoured  by 
wild  beasts,  or  burned  and  its  dust 
scattered  to  the  four  winds;  I  may  not 
understand  all  the  means  and  ways  by 
which  those  elements  may  be  gathered 
again,  but  I  do  know  that  nature  is  a 
faithful  custodian  of  all  that  is  deposited 
with  her  and  that  the  elements  of  this 
physical  body  are  guarded  and  kept. 
When  the  Master  of  the  elements  speaks 
they  will  respond  and  nature  shall  give 
back  full  measure  all  that  has  been  en- 
trusted to  her,  and  the  man  who  has 
lived  the  celestial  law  shall  receive  a 
celestial  body. 

Its  Equivalent. 

I  may  not  know  the  processes  but  I 
am  sure  that  it  is  a  certainty  that  we  shall 
receive  what  ',,e  lay  down,  and  I  am  not 
disturbed  over  that  any  more  than  I 
would  be  if  I  deposited  gold  in  the  bank 
to-day  and  ten  years  hence  came  and  d -ew 
out  the  gold.  I  am  not  concerned  whether 
that  is  the  identical  gold  I  placed  in 
deposit  in  that  bank.  I  will  receive  its 
equivalent  in  gold  as  good  as  I  deposited. 

And  so  nature,  when  the  Master  of 
elements  speaks,  will  respond  and  give 
back  the  equivalent  of  all  I  gave  her.  If 
I  lived  the  celestial  law  and  laid  a  body 
dov/n  that  has  obeyed  the  celestial  law, 
nature  will  give  me  back  exactly  what  I 
gave  her.  Then  touched  by  the  magical 
power  of  him  who  holds  the  keys  by 
which  mortality  shall  be  changed  into 
immortality  we  shall  receive  our  bodies 
back  again. 

The  earth  is  keeping  and  abiding  the 
celestial  law,  we  are  informed  by  these 
modern  revelations,  and  it  shall  be  resur- 
rected a  celestial  world,  and  the  day  will 
come  which  we  have  sung  about  when 
there  will  be  no  longer  need  of  sun  to 
shine  by  day  or  stars  by  night,  because

the  earth  will  have  become  a  sun,  a 
celestial  orb,  not  a  reflector  of  light  but 
an  emitter  of  light,  to  move  into  its 
place  to  hold  power  and  dominion  over 
those  worlds  which  it  will  preside  over. 
Every  man  or  woman  who  keeps  the 
full  commandments  of  God  and  attains 
unto  celestial  glory  shall  have  an  abiding 
place  upon  this  earth  redeemed  and 
sanctified  made  ready  fdr  our  Father's 
faithful  children.  I  do  not  think  for  a 
moment  that  while  the  Master  himself 
said  that  "  straight  is  the  gate  and  narrow 
is  the  way,  but  few  there  be  that  find  it/' 
that  all  file  rest  will  be  lost.  It  was  this 
state  of  celestial  exaltation  of  which  he 
spoke.

For  His  Children. 

Then  how  can  we  understand  the 
nuignificence,  the  beauty  and  the  glory 
of  the  highest?

Yet 
the  Lord  informs  us  that  even  they  shall 
be  quickened,  yet  not  be  entitled  to  glory 
but  to  go  out  to  their  own  place  to  dwell 
with  the  condenmed;  but  they  are  few 
indeed. 

So  has  our  Father  provided  for  the 
Joy  and  for  the  happiness  of  his  children, 
according  to  their  willingness  to  partake 


of  that  which  is  offered  unto  them.  There 
is  no  need  of  being  disturbed  over  the 
fact  of  the  resurrection.  It  is  a  reality. 
There  is  no  shadow  of  doubt,  in  my  mind, 
concerning  it.  Yet  whether  a  man  believes 
there  is  a  resurrection  or  not,  his  disbelief 
does  not  modify  the  fact,  nor  does  his 
belief  make  the  resurrection  a  reality  to 
him,  for  ''  as  in  Adam  all  men  die,  so 
in  Christ  shall  all  men  be  made  alive 
again."  But  I  can  determine  my  status 
in  that  resurrection.  I  cannot  determine 
the  fact  of  the  resurrection,  but  my  state 
and  condition  in  the  resurrection  is  all 
in  my  hands.  I  can  determine  whether 
it  will  be  a  resurrection  to  glory  and 
exaltation  in  the  presence  of  God,  or 
whether  it  shall  be  merely  salvation  in 
one  of  his  lesser  kingdoms.  That  is  in 
my  hands. 

In  Our  Hands. 

Oh,  that  men  and  women  understood, 
not  only  that  the  Christ  has  died  that 
all  men  shall  live,  but  that  he  has  died 
and  provided  a  way  by  which,  through 
our  own  efforts  we  might  arise  to  the 
glorious  exaltations  that  abound  in  the 
presence  of  God.  That  is  all  in  our 
hands. 

No  power  dwells  in  man  fo  avert  death. 
It  comes.  All  the  skill  that  science  has 
discovered  cannot  stop  death.  I  know 
there  are  those  who  are  forecasting  the 
possibilities  that  we  shall  yet  become  so 
wise  that  we  shall  baffle  death  and  put 
it  off  and  live  on  in  our  mortality.  I 
declare  unto  you  that  the  skill  and  ability 
never  will  come,  with  all  the  progress 
man  will  make,  to  avert  death.  It  is 
certain  and  shall  be  effective  for  all  men 
and  all  women.  Then  there  have  been 
those  who  have  speculated  on  the  possi- 
bility that  they  themselves  have  the 
power  to  unlock  the  grave  and  arise. 
There  are  certain  religious  leaders  whose 
followers  have  devoutly  believed  that  they, 
too,  would  resurrect.  Guards  have  been 
placed  at  the  tomb  of  these  religious 
leaders  to  give  the  first  signal  of  the 
opening  of  the  tomb,  but  no  such  tombs 
have   been   opened.      Silence   reigns   and

death  is  supreme.  Into  the  hands  of  one 
and  only  one  is  the  key,  the  power  of  the 
resurrection.  He  had  it  before  he  ever 
came  to  mortality.  Jesus  Christ  alone 
holds  the  key.  It  is  true,  he  may  delegate 
that  i)()\ver  and  authority  to  others  in 
time,  but  be  holds  it  and  only  by  and 
through  him  shall  the  graves  of  men  be 
opened. 

Through  His  Providing. 

T  rejoice  not  only  in  the  testimony  of 
these  witnesses,  in  the  fact  that  Christ 
has  secured  power  over  death.  If  I 
were  a  sceptic,  looking  for  light,  following 
some  one  with  outstanding  ability,  I 
confess  to  you  that  I  would  pause  before 
this  great  character,  the  first  of  all,  in 
all  ages,  to  demonstrate  that  he  had  power 
over  all  the  elements,  over  the  winds  and 
over  the  waves  that  obeyed  his  voice; 
over  the  dead  that  he  could  bring  them 
back  to  mortality;  that  he  could  speak 
to  the  very  elements  and  they  would 
obey  his  voice.  Death  stands  aside  at 
his  connnand;  the  grave  is  opened,  and 
immortality  is  a  fact.  All  power,  he  said, 
was  given  into  his  hands.  He  demon- 
strates that  there  is  no  power,  even  in- 
cluding death,  that  awes  men,  but  that 
this  man,  Jesus  Christ,  had  no  power 
over.  I  would  follow  him,  if  I  could  not 
yet  fully  accept  his  divinity,  or  he  was 
able  to  do  what  no  one  else  had  ever 
done;  and  if  there  is  a  life  beyond  this, 
it  will  be  through  his  providing,  for  he 
alone  has  the  power  to  triumph  over 
death. 

Thank  God  for  the  knowledge  of  this 
glorious  truth ;  that  he  who  loved  men 
has  not  forp;otten  them ;  gone  and  left 
them  after  having  died  for  them.  For, 
lo.  the  silence  of  the  ages  has  been  broken  ; 
he  has  spoken  again.  The  witness  and 
testimony  of  Joseph  Smith  and  Oliver 
Cowdery  is  to  the  effect  that  they  saw 
him,  as  real  as  these  Nephites,  and  as 
his  disciples  upon  the  eastern  hemi- 
sphere ;  that  he  did  manifest  himself  in 
such  a  way  again  in  this  age  as  to 
convince  them  beyond  all  shadow  of  doubt 
that   he   vet   lives;   that   he   is   a   realitv. 


that  he  yet  loves  his  children,  and  that 
he  is  coming  again.  Yes,  I  rejoice  on 
this  Easter  day  that  our  King  lives,  and 
as  each  year  speeds  on,  the  time  of  his 
glorious  return  is  hastening;  for  he  is  to 
come,  to  live,  to  rule  and  to  reign  as 
King  of  kings  and  Lord  of  loivls  among 
his  people. 

For  the  Master's  Coming. 

My  soul  rejoices  in  the  knowledge  and 
testimony  that  men  have  in  this  age  of 
the  reality  of  life  beyond  death;  of  the 
reality  of  Christ  as  the  way  and  the  life. 
I  am  as  sure  that  he  lives  as  was  the 
doub'.ing  Thomas  after  he  demonstrated 
by  sight  and  by  touch  and  by  hearing 
that  Christ  was  a  reality.  I  know,  as 
well  as  these  knew,  that  he  lives.  I  am 
as  sure  of  it  as  I  see  you  and  know  that 
you  are  realities.  I  know  that  Christ 
arose  and  is  a  reality;  that  he  lives,  that 
he  did  speak  to  Joseph  Smith,  and  that 
he  has  begun  a  work  in  the  establishment 
of  this  Church,  the  Church  of  Jesus 
Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints,  that  he  is 
destined  to  prepare  his  people  for  the 
coming  of  that  Master  whose  right  it 
is   to  rule   and   reign. 

God  speed  the  day  of  that  glorious 
coming  and  oh,  prepare  us  to  stand  in 
his  presence  unashamed,  for  I  bear  wit- 
ness to  you  that  if  we  have  been  true  to 
Him,  faithful  unto  Him,  we  shall  not  be 
ashamed  to  stand  in  His  presence.

As  most 
glorious  that  shall  bring  us  into  union 
with  our  loved  ones  and  dwell  forever 
ill  the  jiresence  of  God,  to  go  on  to  endless 
glory  and  exaltation. 
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When  that  day  comes,  then  shall  we, 
by  reason  of  the  fact  that  our  hearts 
have  been  pierced  with  the  pains  and 
anguish  of  sickness  and  of  death,  and  our 
souls  have  been  harrowed  with  the  sorrow 
of  it;  for  I  confess  to  you  that  it  has 
been  to  me  a  typificaiion  of  hell,  death 
to  me  brings  with  it  all  the  dread  and 
sorrow  that  I  could  conceive  hell  to  pro- 
duce; and  it  shall  pass  away,  for  death 
and  hell  shall  be  swallowed  up  in  the 
victory  that  shall  come. 

Willing  To  Pay. 

M'hon  the  day  dawns  that  we  have 
passed  faithfully  through  all  the  shifting 
scenes  of  life;  when  the  struggle  is  over, 
and  we  are  reunited  with  loved  ones  and 
death  is  no  more,  sickness  is  ended,  pain 
and  sin  are  banished,  if  it  is  only  a 
world  like  this,  it  will  be  heaven  to  me.

HOW  LONG  SHALL  HELL  LAST? 
The  Duration  of  Punishment.

We  aiv  accustomed  to  speak  broadly 
of  salvation  and  condemnation  in  the 
hereafter  as  reward  and  punishment 
respectively.  The  Scriptures  justify  this 
usage,  and  furthermore  make  plain  the 
fact  that  reward  or  })unishment  will  be  a 
natural  and  inevitable  heritage  resulting 
from   individual   righteousness  or  sin. 

The  Eternal  Judge  of  the  (piick  and 
the  (lead  is  bound  by  His  own  inviolable 
laws — and  no  less  so  than  by  His  Divine 
attributes  of  justice  and  mercy — to  exalt 
every  deserving  soul,  and  to  validate  and 
enforce  the  loss  and  suffering  consequent 
to  wilful  Mdckedness.  Verily,  the  Lord 
God  is  no  respecter  of  persons,  condoning 
the  unexpiated  sins  of  favourites  and 
inflicting  punishment  upon  others  foi-  but 
equal  guilt.  Such  an  unbelievable 
cuudition  would  moan  injustice  and 
vindictiveness. 

Everlasting  blessedness  is  thoroughly 
consistent  with  justice.  The  souls  that 
attain  to  salvation  and  eternal  life  "■  .s/(^/// 
have  glory  added  upon  their  heads  forever 
and  ever."  (Pearl  of  Great  Price,  p.  GG). 
But  the  thought  of  never-ending  punish- 
ment as  the  fate  of  all  who  die  in  their 
sins  is  repugnant ;  and  rightly  so. 

As  revrard  for  righteous  living  is  to  be 
proportionate  to  deserts,  so  punishment 
for  sin  must  be  graded  according  to  the 
offence.  The  ])urpose  of  punishment  is 
<lisci]Minary.  reformatory,  and  in  support 
of  justice.  God's  mercy  is  as  truly  mani- 
fest in  the  expiatory  suffering,  which  He 
allows,  as  in  the  endless  joys  of  salvation, 
which  He  bestows. 

As  to  the  duration  of  punishment,  we 
may  take  assurance  that  it  shall  be 
measured  to  the  individiuil  in  just  accord- 
ance with  the  sum  of  his  ini(pnty.  That 
every  sentence  for  sin  must  l)e  intermin- 
able is  as  directly  opjjoscd   to  a    I'ational 
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conception  of  justice  as  it  is  contradictory 
of  the  revealed  Word  of  God. 

It  was  mercifully  foreordained  that  even 
the  prisoners  thronging  the  pit  should  in 
due  time  be  visited  (Isa.  24:31-2:2),  and 
be  offered  means  of  amelioration  (42:7). 
David  sang  right  rapturously  "  Thou  wilt 
not  leave  my  ^oul  in  hell."     (Psa.  16:10). 

True,  the  .Scriptures  speak  of  endless 
punishment,  and  depict  everlasting 
burnings,  eternal  damnation,  and  the 
sufferings  incident  to  uncpienchable  fire, 
as  features  of  the  judgment  reserved  for 
the  wicked.  But  none  of  these  awful 
possibilities  are  anywhere  in  Scripture 
declared  to  be  the  unending  of  the 
individual  sinner. 

Blessing  or  punishment  ordained  of  God 
is  eternal,  for  He  is  eternal,  and  eternal 
are  all  His  ways.  His  is  a  system  of 
endless  and  eternal  punishment,  for  it 
will  always  exist  as  the  place  or  condition 
provided  for  the  rebellious  and  dis- 
obedient ;  but  the  penalty  as  visited  upon 
the  individual  will  terminate  when 
through  repentance  and  expiation  the 
necessary  reform  has  been  effected  and 
the  uttermost  farthing  paid. 

EveM  to  hell  there  is  an  exit  as  ivell  as 
an  entrance;  and  when  sentence  has  been 
served,  commuted  perhaps  l)y  repentance 
and  its  attendant  works,  the  prison  doors 
shall  open  and  the  penitent  captive  be 
afforded  opportunity  to  comply  with  the 
law,  which  he  aforetime  violated.  But 
the  prison  remains,  and  the  eternal  decree 
prescribing  punishment  for  the  offender 
stands  unrepealed.  So  it  is  even  with  the 
penal  institution  established  by  man. 

To  this  effect  hath  the  Lord  spoken  in 
the  current  age :  "  I  am  Alpha  and  Omega, 
Christ  the  Lord ;  yea,  even  I  am  He,  the 
beginning  and  the  end,  the  Eedeemer  of 
the  world.  .  .  .  And  surely  every  man 
must  repent  or  suffer,  for  I,  God,  am 
endless.  Wherefore,  I  revoke  not  the 
judgments  which  I  shall  pass,  but  woes 
shall  go  forth,  weeping,  wailing  and 
gnashing  of  teeth,  yea,  to  those  vrho  are 
found  on  my  left  hand.  Nevertheless  it 
is  not  written  that  there  shall  be  no  end 
to  this  toniicnt,  l)ut  it  is  written  endless 


torment.  Again,  it  is  written  eternal 
damnation  .  .  .  for,  behold,  I  am 
endk^ss,  and  the  punishment  which  is 
given  from  my  hand  is  endless  punish- 
ment, for  Endless  is  my  name.  Wherefore 
eternal  punishment  is  God's  punishment. 
Endless  punishment  is  God's  punishment." 
(Doctrine  and   Covenants   19:1-12). 

The  inhabitants  of  the  telestial  world — 
the  lowest  of  the  kingdoms  of  glory  ])re- 
pared  for  resurrected  souls,  shall  include 
those  "  who  are  thrust  down  to  hell  "  and 
''  who  shall  not  be  redeemed  from  the 
devil  until  the  last  resurrection"  (?G:82- 
85).  And  though  these  may  be  delivered 
from  hell  and  attain  to  a  measure  of 
glory  with  possibilities  of  progression,  yet 
their  lot  shall  be  that  of  "  servants  of  the 
Most  High,  but  where  God  and  Christ 
dwell  they  cannot  come,  worlds  without 
end"  (v.  112).  Deliverance  from  hell  is 
not  admittance  to  heaven.

President-Emeritus,  Brigham  Young 
University,  writes  to  Mission  Presi- 
dent encouraging  letter,  of  ivhich  the 
folloiving  are  extracts. 

The  world  may  doubt  the  existence  of 
God,  but  it  cannot  doubt  the  existence  for 
the  necessity  for  Him.  It  may  not  believe 
in  "  Mormonism  "  but  it  cannot  doubt  the 
necessity  for  it  in  the  light  of  the  superior 
success  of  the  Church  organised  a  century 
ago.     ... 

The  acknowledgement  of  the  superiority 
of  the  organised  over  the  unorganised  js 
a  confession  of  a  God  that  must  be  per- 
sonal. Human  theories  may  crowd  Deity 
out  of  the  minds  of  men,  but  truth  will 
demand  the  recall  and  enthronement  of 
the  living-God  idea  in  the  empire  of 
intellect. 

"  The  fool  hath  said  in  his  heart,  there 
is  no  God.'"  This  is  a  radical  way  of 
expressing  the  truth  that  a  denial  of  God 
is  an  evidence  of  ignorance. 

We  are  fighting  here  for  the  supremacy 
of  truth,  revealed  truth  and  man- 
discovered  truth.  We  are  trying  to  keep 
down  the  dust  of  doubt  that  is  blinding 
the  spiritual  eyes  of  the  world.  We  are 
struggling  against  the  waves  of  wicked- 
ness that  have  always  threatened  to  engulf 
the  human  family,  and  it  is  a  source  of 
joy  to  know  that  our  failures  are  few 
and  small  in  comparison  with  our 
successes. 
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EXTRACTS   FROM   CAPE   TOWN 
RADIO  ADDRESS. 


In  harmony  with  the  woiid-folt  R})irit 
of  the  great  Centennial  year  of  the 
organisation  of  the  Churgh,  the  South 
African  Broadcasting  Company  invited 
President  Dalton  to  speak  over  the  air 
on  Utah  and  the  Discoveries  of  Western 
America,  April  15;,  at  Cape  Town.  Intro- 
ductory remarks  welcoming  President 
Dalton  and  his  missionary  associates  to 
the  shores  of  South  Africa  were  made  by 
C^aptain  Gordon  Bird,  the  announcer,  who 
also  extended  heartiest  thanks  on  the  part 
of  the  radio  audience  and  a  desire  to  hear 
many  more  of  the  same  high  standand,  at 
the  conclusion  of  the  talk. 

Extracts  of  the  talks  follow : — 

"  It  is  a  .choice  event  of  my  life  and 
that  of  my  fellow-missionaries  from  the 
State  of  Utah,  to  meet  and  exchange  views 
and  ideas  with  South  Africans.  Walking 
over  your  acres  of  diamonds  and  climbing 
your  hill  of  gold  is  charming  as  a  jewel  to 
us,  but  in  our  travels  over  this  great 
Union,  we  find  the  people  to  be  the  choice 
possession  of  South  Africa.  A  liberty- 
loving,  kind  and  considerate  people. 
Workers  for  the  common  purpose  to  make 
South  Africa  a  wonder  spot  and  more 
delightful  for  others  to  make  their  homes. 

"  Becoming  more  familiar  with  your 
history,  I  find  many  similarities  with  that 
of  the  founding  of  Utah  and  reclaiming 
of  Western  America.  The  claiming  of 
arid  lands,  pioneer  adventures,  and  mak- 
ing the  forbidding  desert  blossom  as  the 
rose  is  bound  to  weld  our  thoughts 
together.  How  close  the  adventures  of 
this  country  and  that  of  the  '  Mormons  ' 
parallel,  in  points  of  time  and  likeness, 
can  only  be  told  by  the  stories  of  our 
noble  pioneers. 

"  When  the  Boers  in  1835  were  under- 
going their  great  trials  and  10,000 
courageous  men  and  women  trekked  over 
the  desert  and  crossed  the  Orange  Piver 
into  what  is  now  the  Free  State  and 
Transvaal,  so  also  were  great  trials  besieg- 
ing the  '■  Mormons  '  in  the  XTnited  States. 


"  The  Boer  trekkers  made  their  apjjeai'- 
ance  on  the  pages  of  South  African  history 
by  crossing  a  desert  and  forming  a 
conm-ionwealth.  Governor  Sir  Benjamin 
]3'Urban  said  of  them :  '  A  people,  brave, 
patient,  industrious,  orderly  and  religious.' 
So  the  first  settlers  of  Western  America, 
the  '  Mormons,'  crossed  the  Mississippi 
Piver  and  trekked  for  1,000  miles  to  find 
refuge,  and  there  made  a  great  common- 
wealth. President  Theodore  Roosevelt 
said  of  them  in  the  great  Salt  Lake  Taber- 
nacle :  ■■  Here  in  this  State  the  pioneers 
and  those  who  came  after  them  took  not 
the  land  that  would  ordinarily  be  chosen 
as  land  that  yields  return  for  little  effort. 
You  took  a  territory  which  at  the  outset 
was  called  after  the  desert,  and  you  liter- 
ally— not  figuratively — made  the  desert 
blossom  as  the  rose." 

"  It  is  as  impossible  to  separate  the 
history  and  lives  of  the  '  Mormons  '  from 
the  history  of  Western  America,  as  it  is 
to  erase  the  efforts  of  valour  of  many  of 
your  forefathers  from  the  indelible  history 
of  South  Africa." 

Then  followed  a  vivid  description  of  the 
travels  and  hardships  of  the  "  Mormons  '" 
in  going  west;  their  settlement  of  Utah; 
bringing  to  light  the  principles  of  irriga- 
tion and  detailing  how  the  "  Mormons  '"' 
cradled  the  novv^  vast  systems  of  irrigation 
in  that  arid  country.  A  description  of  the 
unique  attractions  of  Salt  Lake  City  and 
Utah,  its  almost  untapped  resources  and 
the  nearby  national  parks  v.-hich  defy  the 
imagination  of  man  and  out-do  the  artist's 
wildest  dreams.  He  told  of  the  great 
buildings  in  Utah  and  of  the  choir  of  300 
trained  voices  which  broadcast  over  a 
national  hook-up  of  32  stations  over  the 
United  States. 

A  recording  of  the  great  Tabernacle 
organ  and  choir  was  played  at  the  con- 
clusion of  the  talk,  proving  a  fitting 
climax. — C.  B.
